2. Agencies for the Administration of the Scheme. 

2(i) Unless otherwise directed, the Cotton Tex¬ 
tiles Export Promotion Council (TEXPROCIL) will 
allocate export entitlements for all fabrics and made- 
ups except woollen fabrics and made-ups for which ex¬ 
port entitlement allocution will be done by the Wool 
& Woollen Export Promotion Council (W&WEPC). 
However, necessary certification for all fabrics and 
made-ups including the woollen fabrics and made-ups 
will be done by TEXPROCIL. Lists of categories of 
the textile products covered under the scheme are 
available with TEXPROCIL and W&WEPC. Gov¬ 
ernment reserves the right to make changes as consi¬ 
dered appropriate with regard to the agencies for ad¬ 
ministration of scheme, 

2(ii) Export entitlements will be allotted only to 
exporters registered with the competent registering 
authorities. 

3. Systems and quantum of allotment and divisi¬ 
ons of fhe allotment year, 

There will be three systems of allocaton of quan¬ 
tity for exports : 

3(i) 40 per cent of the annual level will be allocat¬ 
ed on the basis of Past Performance system 40per cent 
on the basis of First-Come-First-Served (FCFS) (con¬ 
tract Reservation System) and 20 per cent FCFS 
(Ready goods) System. 

3(ii) In the case of Past Performance System, there 
will be single period of allocation from 1st January 
to 30th September, for FCFS(Contract Reservation) 
System and FCFS (Ready goods) System, the year will 
be divided into two six monthly periods i.e. 1st 
January to 30th June and 1st July to 31st December. 

3{iii) 60 per cent of the quantity available under 
the Systems of FCFS (Contract Reservation) and 
FCFS (Ready goods) will be allocated for shipment 
during the first period JanuarylJune, and the remain¬ 
ing 40 per cent for shipment during the second period, 
July [December. The above periods and|or system- 
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Wise.ratios may, however, be modified by the Gov¬ 
ernment depending upon the demand patterns and 
Other parameters. 

4. Reservation for segments. 

Wherever export entitlcmenls for cotton, woollen 
and man-made fibres are combined, the reservation for 
woollen and synthetic items will be done in terms of 
specific quantities. The actual quantities will be de¬ 
termined by the Textile Commissioner after ascertain¬ 
ing the fiim requirements from the respective Export 
Promotion Councils keeping in view the past pattern 
and prevailing trends. 

5. Past Performance System. 

5(i) Agency for determining entitlements : 

The Agency for calculation of the entitlement un¬ 
der the Past Performance system in respect of each 
exporter will be TEXPROCIL. The Textile Com¬ 
missioner will lay down proceedures, in this regard 
and superwise the work of TEXPROCII-. 

5(ii) Base Period and Ceiling : 

The past performance Entitlement for 1988 will be 
determined for each countryjcategory combination 
pro-rata on basis of average value of exports during 
the base period of 1985 and 1986. For subsequent 
years 1989 and 1990, the base periods would be, 
1986-87 and 1987-88 respectively. The pro-rata allot¬ 
ment of Past Performance Entitlement will be subject 
to a maximum ceiling equal to the average annual 
performance of the exporter in value divided by the 
average unit value realisation of ail the exporters dur¬ 
ing the base period in the relevant country (category. 
In case of any subsequent change.; in the entitlement 
of any individual exporter, the entire exercise of pro¬ 
rata quantity need not be reopened but suitable ad¬ 
justments will be made in the entitlement of the ex¬ 
porter. 

5(iii) Provision for surrender and extension of Past 
Performance Entitlement, 

(a) Exporters qualifying for past performance en¬ 
titlement will be allowed to utilise their entitlement 
without executing performance bond upto 31st March 
of the relevant year. 

(b) The exporter will be given an option to surren¬ 
der the unutilised entitlement by 31st March or re¬ 
tain such quantity as desired for shipment upto 30th 
June by giving performance bond backed by Bank 
Guarantee or Cash Deposit on or before 31st March 
at the rate of Rs. 7.50 per Kg., for EEC, Sweden 
and Norway Rs. 1.50 per sq. yd. or Rs. 1.80 per 
dozen as per the unit of the allotment for USA and 
Rs. 1.50 per sq. meter for worsted fabrics to Canada. 

(c) The exporter will be given further option to 
seek extension for shipment upto 30th September pro¬ 
vided he has utilised 40 per cent or more of the past 
performance entitlement by 30th June by making suit¬ 
able amendment to the bond. 

(d) Where the utilisation by 30th September is 
not less than 75 per cent of the entitlement, the ex¬ 
porter will be given the final option to seek extension 
for shipment upto 31st December by making suitable 


amendment to the bond provided the request for ex¬ 
tension is supported by a confirmed order and irre¬ 
vocable L|C. 

(e) Application for extension should be filed with¬ 
in 15 days. 

5(iv) Transferability. 

Past performance entitlement shall be transferable 
subject to the following conditions. 

(a) An exporter will have the option to tran fer 
any portion of his entitlement to any other registered 
exporter upto 30th September. 

(b) The quantity transferred shall be counted as 
exports of the transferee, who actually ships the goods. 

(c) The entitlement in the hands of the transferee 
shall be subject to the same terms and conditions as 
applicable to the transferor. 

(d) An exporter who obtains entitlement by trans¬ 
fer from any other exporter in a particular country | 
category either in full or in part, will not be eligible 
to transfer any entitlement to another exporter in the 
same countryjcategory. 

(e) Transfer of Past Performance entitlement in a 
particular countryjcategory shall not be allowed to the 
exporters who hold FCFS (Contract Reservation)] 
FCFS (Ready goods) quota in the same category (coun¬ 
try. 

6. FCFS (Contract Reservation) System 

6(i) For allotment on FCFS (Contract Reserva¬ 
tion) basis, the exporter will have to submit along- 
with the application, performance bond backed by 
Bank Guarantee or by Cash Deposit calculated at 
the rate of Rs. 7.50 per kg. where allotment is in 
kgs. Rs. 1.80 per dozen wnere unit of allotment is 
in pieces Rs. 1.50 per sq. yard for fabrics to USA 
and Rs. 1.50 per sq. meter for woollen worsted 
fabrics to Canada. 

6(ii) The exporter may seek extension for the sec¬ 
ond allotment period, provided he has utilised not 
less than 75 per cent of his entitlement by 30th Juno 
by making suitable amendment to the performance 
bond. Application for extension should be filed within 
15 days. 

6fiii) If on any particular day ihe total quautity 
applied for is more than the quantity available for 
distribution in any country|category the allotment 
will be made on high price basis, 

7. FCFS (Ready goods) System. 

7(i) Allocation of quantity on the basis of FCFS 
(Readygoods) will made only against the goods which 
arc physically ready for shipment. The exporter will 
have to submit alongwith file application, shipping 
documents, the Textiles Committees Inspection Cer¬ 
tificate, AR4 or AR5|AR3 forms and a cheque to¬ 
wards earnest money deposit calculated at the rate of 
Rs. 2.50 per Kg., 50 paise per sq. yard and 60 paise 
per dozen as per the unit of allotment, which shall 
be forfeited if proof of actual shipment is not pro¬ 
duced within the prescribed time limit. 
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7(il) If on any particular day the total quantity 
applied for is more than the quantity available for 
distribution in any dounUry(category, the allotment 
will be made on high price basis. 

8. Minimum Export Price. 

Under all the three systems of allocation i.e. Past 
Performance, FCFS (Contract Reservation) and FCFS 
(Ready goods), there will be minimum export prices to 
be fixed by the Textile Commissioner, wherever neces¬ 
sary, below which shipments will not be permitted. 

y. Certification|Shipment. 

Certification by TEXPRQCIL under all the three 
Systems of allotment will be valid for shipment for a 
period of 21 clear days from the date of certification 
subject to the condition that no cerification shall be 
valid beyond 31st December in any case. 

10. Slow Moving Items. 

The Textile Commissioner will identify and an¬ 
nounce a list of slow moving items on the basis of 
past exports and prevailing trends. In respect of such 
items the provision regarding security against profor¬ 
ma bond would be dispensed with. However, the ap¬ 
plicants will have to submit the performance bond in 
the proforma prescribed by TEXPROCIL. 

11. Earnest money dcpo$it|bank guarantee and for¬ 
feiture thereof. 

11(0 An exporter, who performs not less than 95 
per cent of the expgrt entitlements allotted to him un¬ 
der Past Performance & FCFS (Contract Reservation 
and FCFS (Ready goods), systems in a particular ex¬ 
port fiititlement period will not be liable to forfeiture 
of EMD1AG, An exporter who performs not less than 
75 per cent but less than 95 per cent will have to pay 
compensation at the rate of Rs. 2.50 per kg., 50 paise 
pep sq. yard or 60 paise per doz. as the case may be 
on the case may be on the actual shortfall. If the ex¬ 
port entitlement utilisation is less than 75 per cent 
the exporter will be liable to forfeiture of his EMD| 
BG in full. This will be subject to force majeure con¬ 
dition wherever these arise. 

ll(ii) Exporters to whom export entitlements are 
allotted in terms of this policy but who do not utilise 
them would render themselves liable to disqualification 
from future allotment without prejudice to any other 
action that may be taken in his behalf. 

12. Appeal against forfeiture of EMDs|Bank Gua¬ 
rantees. 

Foi the purpose of giving consideration to represen¬ 
tations made by exporters against forfeiture of HMD’s [ 
Bank Guarantees for non-utilisation of allotted ex- 

S ort entitlements, the following procedure will apply. 

in forfeiture "of HMD’s Bank Guarantees by TEX¬ 
PROCIL, the exporters concerned may appeal against 
such forfeiture of the Textile Commissioner, Bombay 
within fifteen days of receipt of the communication 
regarding the forfeiture. The Textile Commissioner 
shall upon receipt of the representation give a ruling as 
early as possible. If the exporter is not satisfied with 
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the decision of the Textile Commissioner, he may pre¬ 
fer an appeal against the decision within 15 days of 
the receipt of the communication conveying the deci¬ 
sion. The second appeal will lie with Ministry of Tex¬ 
tiles and will be dealt with by an Appellate Commit¬ 
tee constituted by the Government. 

13. Supervision of allocation of export entitlement. 

The Textile Commissioner, Bombay will continue 
to exercise day to day supervision over the matters 
relating to allocation of export entitlement. A co¬ 
ordination Committee with the Textile Commissioner 
as Chairman and with the representatives of the con¬ 
cerned EPCs as members, will review the operation of 
the policy periodically. On matters where there is 
difference of opinion, the decision of the Textile Com¬ 
missioner will be final. 

14. Clearance by Customs. 

14(i) Products under restraint ; 

Shipments will be allowed by Customs authorities 
at the ports of shipment after verifying the certifica¬ 
tion of export entitlement on the original and dupli¬ 
cate of shipping bills for individual consignments is¬ 
sued by the TEXPROCIL or any other appropriate 
agency designated for this purpose. 

14(ii) Handloom Products. 

In so far as export of all handloom fabric|made-ups 
corresponding to restrained items are concerned, 
shipments will be permitted by the Customs on the 
basis of ‘Inspection Endorsement’ by the Textile Com¬ 
mittee in Part-2 of the combination form, 

14(iii) Made-ups falling under “India Items’’ 

In respect of ‘India items' which are traditional 
Folklore handicraft textile products of India, ship¬ 
ments will be permitted by the Customs for exports 
to USA, EEC, Canada, Austria Sweden, Finland and 
Norway on the basis of appropriate certificate issued 
by the Office of the Development Commissioner 
(Handicrafts). 

15. Export Certificate, Certificate of Origin and 
Visa. 

The following certification, required under the rele¬ 
vant Bilateral Textile Agreement will be issued by 
TEXPROCIL or any other body duly authorised in 
this behalf. 

(i) USA. 

Visa for all millmade|ppwerloom fabrics and made- 
ups consignments of commercial value. 

(ii) E.E.C. 

(a) Export Certifiate and Certificate of Origin 

for all restrained Items of powerlooml 
millmade j origion. 

(b) Certificate of origin for n on-restrained items 

of powerloomlmillmadejknittcd-origin. 
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(iii) CANADA : 

Export Certificates for worsted fabrics of mil- 
made |powerloomjknitted origin which ars 
subject to restraint, except for consignments 
valued at less than Canadian $ 500|-* 

(iv) AUSTRIA: 

Export Certificates for fabrics|made-ups of 
powerloomjmillniade origin subject to 
surveillance* 

(v) SWEDEN 

Export Certificate for all made-ups of mill- 
made[powerloom|knitted|croached mrigin 
uder quantitaive restraint* 

(vi) NORWAY : 

Export Certifloate [Certificate of Origin in respect 
of bedlinen of powerloom and millmade 
origin under Category 7. 

16. Handloom exempt certificate 

In the case of export of all handloom fabrics [made- 
ups corresponding to restrained items to Canada, cot¬ 
ton handloom textile fabrics [made-ups to Austria, all 
handloom fabrics and made-ups to EEC and USA, 
handloom made-ups to Sweden and handloom bedli¬ 
nen to Norway, the Textile Committee will issue the 
certificate as prescribed in the Bilateral Agreements 
for such products. 

17. Government reserves the right to make am¬ 
endments to any of the foregoing provisions without 
giving prior notice*
